 Assumptions: 

 

 Under current law, pursuant to Tenn. Code Ann. § 40-32-101(d)(2)(A), defendants 

petitioning the court for expunction of records for dismissed charges resulting from the 

completion of a diversion program are assessed a $180 fee for such expunction. 

 Tennessee Code Annotated § 40-32-101(d)(2)(C) and § 40-35-313(d)(2) erroneously 

reference a $350 fee for such an expunction. 

 Based on information provided by the Tennessee Bureau of Investigation, collection of a 

$180 fee for such expunction was implemented in FY18-19. 

 Any impact resulting from the deletion of the erroneous fee reference is estimated to be
